1. The proposed Central Intelligence Agency Act Amendments of 1955; 
prepared by the Legislative Counsel and the menoreadu* froa the Director 
of Personnel regarding the p r o pose d amendments have bee n reviewed by this 

Office. 


2. This Office is in favor of amending our legi s la ti on at this time. 

While legislation supported by the Administration and generally applicable 
to the Federal service nay possibly be passed during this Congress, ve 
believe that all nev or revised legislative faaendmeat* required to carry 
out the Agency's statutory responsibilities should be submitted to Congress 
at one time. 
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3. Comments and/or concurrences on the proposed changes are as follows: 
Sec. 2 Revision of Section 5 (a) of P.L. 110 

This Office concurs in the necessity for an amendment to this 
section. The deletion of the words "its territories, and possessions," 
is approved. While there is existing legislation on this subject that 
is applicable to the Federal aerviee in general (5 B.S.C. 835~Sh2), 
it la believed that the benefits desired to be extended to Agency per- 
sonnel on TUT should be specifically set forth in a nev sub-section 
5 (c) as follows: 

5 (c) Under such regulations as the Director nay prescribe, the 

Agency, with respect to its officers sad employses assigned 
to temporary duty stations outside titm continental United- 
States, shall pay the travel expenses of officers and 
employees of the Agency and expenses as set forth in 
Sections 5 (a) (5) (a), 5 {*) (5) (C), and 5 (a) (6). 

!/' Sec. 3 Revision of Section 5 (*0 (l) of ?»L. HO 

This Office belie ee that specific authority should be provided for 
the reimbursement of educational travel grants and concurs in the pro- 
posed amendment. However, a question ia raised as to whether the pro- 
posed amendment would provide for re i rabursemen t of transportation to a 
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different station outside the continental Um ted States from which 
the dependent departed to attend school. Since many of the employees 
will he serving on another tour at another overseas post when the 
dependent completes his secondary or college education, any emend sent 
for travel grants should provide for transportation to another post 
in the event the employee is on another tour at smother post when 
return transportation for the dependent la due to be made.

It is recommended that this section be amended in line with the 
comments made by the Director of Personnel, paragraph 3„b. (Reference b).

It is our opinion that the Agency already po ss e sses the authorities 
provided in Sec. 901 (2) of the Foreign Service Act of 1946 ea amended by 
Public lav 22, o4th Congress and that this amendment la unnecessary. 

In the absence of a provision at the end of P.L. 22, Section 10 (a) 
and 10 (b) to the contrary, — believe that it was the intent of 
Congress that all authorities included in this section of 'Mbs Foreign 
Service Act of 1946 as amended, be extended to CIA. 

0 Sec. 8 Re is ion of Section 6 (f) (l) of P.l. 110 

It is recommended that this section be emended to provide for an 
increase in the nuaber of retired officers that — y be hired by the 
ILLEGIB Agency. 

It la also recommended that we seek legislative approval to add a new 
laion (g) under Section 6 of P.L. 110 as folio—: 

Make payments without regard to section 3648, Revised statutes 
when made (l) in compliance with the la— of foreign countries or 
their ministerial regulations , (2) for rent in such countries for 
such period as — y be necessary to accord with local custom, or 
(3) for tuition. 
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A similar provision asking a perseaent law is included in tbs Departawjit 
of Def snse (1996) App r o p riation Bill. It os reccaasnded by th# Director 
of Personnel in paragraph 5# (Hsfersne* h) that a provision b« aafio for 
sdvaac* payments of educational advances. In addition, this would permit 
payments In advance for expenses in foreign countries when required by lev 
or custm such as for leases and utilities.
